From the Loudon Gazette, Extraordinary, Feb. 20. 


‘~ Antwerp, Feb. 24. ‘ 

HE Blockade of the Town of Bruffeis be- 

gan on the agth of laft Month, and the 

Trenches were opened upon the 3d in- 

ftant. The Breach was made upon the 

18th, between the Gates of Laken and 

Scharbeck; and the Horn-Work having been attacked 

upon the 19th, at 4 Afternoon, the Chamade was imme- 

diately beat, and the Colours of the Swifs Regiment of 

Coniflant were hung out. The whole Garrifon furren- 

dred Prifoners of War, and is to be conduéted without 

Arms to Arras, Lifle, Douay and Tournay. The Hor- 

fes of the Cavalry and Dragoons are confifcated. The 

French have as yet taken Poilcflion of only the Flanders 

Gate, but the whole Gurrifon marches out of the Town 

To-morrow. The Bombs and hot Bullets fell upon the 

Works and the Houfes near the Ramparts, on the Sice 

where the Attack was made, but the Center of the Town 

was notdamaged. We reckon that the Garrifun loft a- 

bout 800 Men, and that the Lofs on the Part of the Be- 
fiegers amounts to about 2000. 

Admiralty-Office, February 20. 

The following is an Account received from Capt.Charles 
Stevens, of his Majefty’s Ship the Portland, of his ha- 
ving taken a French Man of War. Dated at Sea, 
Feb. 14. 1745: 

On the gth inftant, at 4 in the.Afternoon, Scilly bear- 
ing N. by W. Diftance 27 Leagues, in the Latitude of 
49 : 00 N’ with his Majetty’s Ship Portland under my 
Command, I engaged the Auguit, a French Ship of War 
of 50 Guns and 470 Men, and aftertwo Hours and a half 
clofe A@tion, the firuck, having 50 Men killed and 94 
woundcd, and all her Mafts fo thattered, that they went 
by the Board, and fo many Shot in the Hull, that with 
the late hard Eafterly Wind, I was obliged to put away 
with her before it 100 Leagues tothe Weltward, and ar 
now towing her for Plymouth, Scilly bearing E. N. E. 
95 Leagues. My Officers and Men behaved with the 
braveit Gallantry, and were greatly rejoiced to have met 
fo equal a Force, to try the Strength of his Majetty’s 
Arms. We have ioft three Seamen and two Marines 


killed, and feven Seamcn and fix Marines wounded. 
My Standing and Running Rigging almoft fhot away, 
Standing Maft and Fore-top-maft wounded, but not dif- 
abled, Main Yard quite deftroyed: 1am now making 
another; and asthe Wind is now fetting in Wcfterly, 1 
hope foon to add to his Majefty’s Fiect anew Ship which 
lails very well. 








Gloucefter, at Anchor off Montrofe, Feb. 10. The Ha- 
zard Sloop failed from Montrofe the 27th of laft Month, 
about three in the Afternoon, and by what we have been 
told from the Shore fince our being here, we are inclined 
to think that fome body of Note went off in her; for it 
is well known, that beween 2 and 3 on Monday Morn- 
ing the 27th, there came to Montrofe from Dundee qv 
clofe Chaife with two Gentlemen in it, one of them much‘ 
muffled up, and embarked immediately on board the Ha- 
‘zard, and no body was afterwards fuffered to go on 
Shore from her, or to go on board her; and great Prepa- 
rations were made of Provilions of alt Kinds, and laid 
in before fhe failed ; and trom the Wind the fiiled with, 
we imagine fhe went direétly for France, for it was con- 
trary for her going to the Northwards; and the Day af- 
ter fhe failed, we had a violent Storm at North and North- 
Weft, which mult have driven her away to the South- 
ward, if fhe had not been bound that Way. Capr. Bal- 
four of the Bridgewater has burnt the Spanith Privateer 
which he found fome time ago in the {mall Port of Pe- 
terhead, having firft taken out the Captain and 35 Men. 
The Captain of her reports, that there are 4 or ¢ $i more 
on their Paffige, with Arms and Ammunition, that are 
to go to fome Porton the Weft Coaft of Scot! ind, where 
he thould have gone, but the Weather proved fo very 
bad, as to oblige him to come North about, and_his Pi- 
lot brought him to Peterhead. 

Gloucefter, at Anchor off Moutrofe, Feb. 12. We have 
received Advice from Montrofe, that all the Rebels have 
left that Town, and are marched Northwards to Aber- 
deen, except fome finall Parties that haunt about the 
Neighbourhood, particularly at Stonehive, a fith'ng 
‘Town about 14 Miles tothe Northward of Monutrofe. 
Before they left this Place, they fpiked up all their Can- 
non, except four 6 or 9 Pounders which they embarked 
on board of two Boats to be carried to Aberdeen, to 
fortify the Bridge of the River Dee, where they give out 
they will make a Stand agaift the King’s Tioops. One 
of the Boats failed w'th two of them on Saturday !aft, 
the Day before we came here; and the other, upon our 
anchoring off the Port, finding it impoffible to get out, 
landed them again upon the Beach: And us the Town 
is every Night alarmed with the Return of thefe Vaga- 
bonds, and oeing uncertain of the time when h’s Royal 
Highnefs’s Troops would march this Way, it has been 
thought moft advifable, for preventing Difturbances, to 
order Captain Gore on Shore with so of his Marines, to 
take Pofleffion of the Town, tll fach time as his Royal 
Highnefs fhall think proper to fend a Detachment from 
his Army to relieve him. The Admirai will fend Uke

Lord Elcho, who feemed to be indifpofed, marched, 
with fix Horfemen in Company, Southwards, and pafled 
at the Bridge of Dee, two Miles on this Side of Aber- 
deen, but whither is not known. All the Artillery and 
Ammunition, landed out of the Spanith Ship at Peterhead 
fometime ago, has been fent Northwards, and the Town 
of Aberdeen has been obliged to pay them soo J. The 
Number of Rebels at Aberdeen did not exceed 2000, but 
it was impoffiole to get it exactly. 

Perth, Feb.14. His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cum- 
berland, whois ftill here, has fent forward a Brigade, 


confifting of three Battalions of Foot, and a Regiment or

fels, on Monday lait with the melancholly’ News of the 
Reddition’ of the fiid Town, The “eis of 
this Event, that cain be learnt ‘with any Certainty are, that 
the French having on Saturday the 8th -Inftant made an 
Attack on the Hornwork of Eftarbeek-Gate, had enter- 
ed there, but that they had been diflodged immediately 
w'th great Lofs; and that this Affair had lafted two whole 
Hours ; thar the Gartifon had done all that could be ex- 
pected from it; and feeing that the Enemy were prepar- 
ing for a ftefh Affault, whilft they had already two con- 
ficerable Breaches inthe Body of the Place, tiey nad re- 





folved, the fame Evening, a little after the firft Aflault, 
to bear the Chamade; that thereupon they fent two Offi- 
cers to the Cainp for Hoftages ; that they had-at firft much 
Difficulty to fettle the Conditions, but atter fending of- 
ten backwards and forwards, they had, on the oth agreed 
to a Capitulation. 

The Flanders Gate is to be given up To-morrow, the 
; rothat Noon, and Commiffaries will be’ fent thither into 
whol: Hinds the Magazines and‘Arfenals are tobe deli- 
vered ; znd no Body ts to be fiffered to epter, till rhe 
Garrifon is goue out of the Town, except thé Detach- 
ments of Cavalry on Foot, which will be fent thither to 
receive the Hortts of the Horle and Dragoons, but the 
Officers are to keep their’s. 

It is added, that the Republick- of Hollend thall be at 
Liberty-to ranfom their Troops as foouas they pleafe, 
aud that to facilitate the Exchange, they thal} not be fent 
into France, but be left in the Towns in Flanders till 
they are fer at Liberry. 

Yhe Garrifon during the Siege, had about soo Men 
killed and as many wounded. Of the Number of the 
firft are five or fix Officers. Lieutenant General Van 
der Duyen was flightly wounded in the Head, with a 
Musket Ball; but M. le Sage, Captain of the Regiment 
of Etias, is dangeroufly.

The HISTORY of Evropre, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL. 

The Letters trom Petersburg are full of the great m'li- 
tary Preparations there carry'ng ov, bothby Sea and Land, 
againtt the appruaching Summer,» There is to beau Ar- 
my of 45,000 Men in Livonia and Courland,. betides a 
Bedy -of- 45,000 near Smolensko. 

We alfo fee the Contents of the Subfidy Treaty be- 
tween the Court of Great Britain and the King of Swe- 
den, Landgrave of Heflz, by which it appears that the 
Jatcer has made no difadvantageous Bargain. The 
Troops are to be in Britith Pay, and to be tranfported 
backwards.and forwards at Brtith Expence. They are 
not tobe fent on board our Men of War, nor tethe 
Plantations ; bar co a only for the Defence of Great 
Britainyor her Allies in the Netherlands. They are to 


' be fent home ‘compleat; if not, eighty Crowns are to be 
' paid for every Horfeman, and thirty for every Foot Sol- 


dier : By which it appears, that in the German Eftima- 
tion, a Horfe and-Furniture is of two Fifths more Va- 
lue than a Man. 

The Sovereign of thefe Hefiian Troops is to have for 
four Years, (the Term of the Treaty) a Subfidy of 


1¥0,000 Crowns: And if the Troops are difcharged be- 
fore the Expiration of that Time, 100,000 Crowns por 
Annum is to be added forthe remaining Part. We 
are alfo granted the Favour of having more Men on the 
fame Condition, if we have. more Money to fpare, and 
can find more Oceafion. } 

His Danith Majefty, in the mean Time, has been re- 
newing his Subfidy Treaty with France, which is uow 
continued to17so. “Mr. Titley in vain remonttrated a- 
gaintt the doing this ; He was told that this Treaty had 
nothing in View but the Peace of the North, without 
prejudicing any Power whatfoever, and that his Dani 
Majefty was refolved to perfevere in his pacifick Plan, 
unlefs the Repofe of his own Dominions came to be in 
Danger. 

The King of Pruffia has been fending a Body of 
Troops into the Duchy of Cleves, and talks of fending 
another into Eaft Fricfland. Some Letters fay he will 
tollow the former himfelf, and others make him only 
going to Pyrmont. We will form no Conjeétures con- 
cerning the Intentions of this Monarch. 

Wehear from Drefden, that the 12,000 Men, which 
are engaged in the Service of the Maritime Powers, 
have Orders to be in Readinef$ to march to the Low 
Countries on the r¢th of next Month. Their Route is 
already fettling, but the King of Poland hus not declared 
who fhall command them in chief. 

At Vienna the Miniftry talk very big. By a heavy

The Meafures taken, indeed, in che March of Troops, 
both for the Netherlands and Italy, have an Air of Re- 
folution beyoud what we have feen in Seats of War fo 
remote from Avilria: And upon the Irruptions of the 
French from Hunniagen toro the CircleoftSuabia, a 
gre.t r Body of Auftrians is to be fent to the Affiftance 
of the Army of the Empire. 

The Inveftiture of Bruffeis is turned now into a Siege 
in orm, in which the French have already recourfe to 
their red-hot Bullets. Both Befiegers and Befieged feem 
to aét with Refolution. 

The Priuce of Waldeck is getting together all the 
Troops ,he can, in order to attempt the Relief of that 
Capital. When the laft Advices came away, he 
had only 7ooo Men ; but more were daily arriving, and 
the main Body of the Imperialiits was expeéted before 
the Enemy could carry their Point. 

In Italy the King of Naples is going to fend a large 
Reinforcement in Lombardy. ‘The Garifon of Modena 
has retired into the Caftie, upon the Appearance of the 
Spaniards before the City. Some Recruits are arrived 
at Mantua ; but no Divifion of the main Body. The 


Siege of the Citadel of Milan is going to beventer’d 


upon in earneft, and the King of Sardinia is to take the 
Field at the End of March. id 

The Englith Fleet has appear’d before Calvi in Corfica ; 
it having been refoved, in a Council of War held at 
Baftia, to attack both that Place and Adjaccio oy Sea 
and Land at once. The People of Baftia have taken an 
“Oath, never to return under the Dominion of the Cor- 
ficans. ; 

Our chief Attention with refpeé& to Foreign Affairs, 
has been to the Fate of Bruffels. One Day we have been 
flatter’d with Hopes of its holding out till the Prince of 
Waldeck could come to its Relief: Another we have 
been told, it had offered to capitulate. There was a Ku-

From this Event, if any thing at all can fix them, we 
may expect to know the ultimate Refolutions of the 
Dutch ; and by that, in all Probability, the other Allies 
will regulate their Condudt in Relation to the War with 
France. 

The French King has ordered all -his Officers to re- 
pair to their Pofts in Flanders, upon the Mofelle, and 
uponthe Rhine. There is a Talk at Paris and Madrid 
of anew Attempt to reconcile the King of Sardinia ; 
which his Allies however believe to be impra@icable. 

More Troops have been embarked for Scotland, and 
difembarked again under various Pretences. But the 
French talk bigly avout their Brett Squadron, which is 
immediately, they tell us, to fil with a confiderable Re- 
inforcement of Troops, Arins, and Ammuuition.
